Keoas bsTO bagaa ta talk aboat thoir 
exparlaaea la haaltng the woaadad 
in this war. Prof. Payr. of Leipaic 
rniversity, who is atning as Surgeon- 
Ueneral to the Saxon army, recently 
delivered an address at one of the 
improvisioned hoapltala oa the liae 
of the Qaraaa soaimaisatloas, ta 
whteb he gavo mmtk latatfs M ag in- 
formation on the anbjaet. 

Payr pointed out that the balls 
u.sed in schrapnel shells produce 
much more dangerous wounds than 
rifle bullets. They carry into the 
wound fragmaataof clothing, a eorraa- 
pondlag qaaattty of daageroaa garaw 
und they ara mach aioro Hkaly to 
be lodged in the body. There was 
suppuration in 70 to 76 per cent, of 
cases. The same danger is still more 
serious with wounds from fragments 
of shell.s. It was found too, that 
this war haa been aapeelally marked 
by the great aaai ofsueh wounda. 
Not oiily do abell fragments carry 
l#m Into the body with bits of cloth- 
ing, but the dangerous gases from 
the sbir^ipnel explosion often adhere 
to 'th'eTr'agments and balls in suf- 
ficient ' quantitiea to poison the 
wound.i Lockjaw • la often proearad 
by wouada of tbia ehaiaotar, bat by 
vaccinating patients with a tetanus 
serum by the German surgeons have 
materially reduced the ratio of deaths 
in such casea siass tbo first waaks 
of the war. 

Eapecially dangarooa ara tha 
woaada eaaaad hy. fragBoats of 
hoaba throwa by avlatora. Broa rary 
small fragments often produce much 
more dangerous wounds than the 
much larger pieces of ordinary shells. 
These small fragments penetrate very 
deep in the body, cutting through 
all blood vaaaala. aad thiak auaaaa 
of aiaarto ara sat thraagh aa with 
a sharp knife. Aeroplane bomba also 
frequently cause bad bums. 

So far as simple flesh wounds 
(rora smaall-caliber rifles are con- 
cerned. Payr found that these heal 
vary rapidly. In moat cases the 
woaadad wars abla ta litara ta the 
raaka withta a wsak or two. Bvan 
In eaaea of ehaat wounda.where the 
ribs are not touched. healing Is 
usually very rapid, even though the 
lungs be penetrated. 

A new kind of wound has been 
saasai by tha ahary steel arrows 
throwa at great halghts by Praach 
abaat tka thlsfcaaaa of aa ordlaary 
Isad paasil, aad when thrown at a 
height ot about B.OO feet strike their 
victim at tile vi locity of a bullit just 
leaving the muzzle of a rifle. Payr 
says tbey fra da sa my Oaaaarous 
wouada. 

Dr. Payr doslaras tbat tho sauii 
bullet badly ahattara tha hollow 
bones of arm and leg when striking 

them ut short distance, but that at 
greater distances they tend more to 
bore a shootli hole, with little or 
no fracturing. Bones near the Joints 
are ahot throagh ssMOtbly aad tk* I 
wouads haal with aa dlfflaalty. An I 
other affaat vl thar praaaat type of | 
bullet is to cut though the blood i 
vessels, whereas they would often 
be pushed asitii' by the older 
lead bullet aud escape disruption. 
This is regarded by Payr as one 
dangaroas rssalt of tbo saull-aallbar 
buitat. saaMlallr vkaia aalBs aad 
arteriss aia gal tfeiaaeh daat la tha 
fleah. 

Wounds in the abdomen, says I'ayr, 
are most likely to heal without 
an operation than with one; and this, 
be saya. waa (Irat proved la the Boer 
War.
